Interesting Exhibit 
at Local Gallery 


Further proof of the varied interests of 
John Singer Sargent, is shown in an exhibition 
of Reproductions of Renaissance and Oriental 
Textiles being held at the Addison Gallery of 
American Art, Phillips Academy, Andover, 
during December. The idea of reproducing 
the patterns, colors and textures of what 
might be called ‘Classic Textiles,’ by means 
of stencils, was suggested by Sargent. As a 
diversion, he spent some of the few hours set 
aside from his more serious work of painting 
and sculpture in restoring and reproducing 
several of the best known but well-worn 
examples of Italian brocade, and one of 
Japanese silk. The reproductions shown are 
the result of an interest stimulated by Sar- 
gent’s work of this nature and an association 
with him while it was in process. They have 
been lent to the Addison Gallery by Thomas 
Fox, Esquire, who collaborated with Sargent 
in this enterprise.

Local Woman Wins 
Award for Recipe 


Mrs. Charles W. Henry of 29 Central 
street has just been awarded a Certificate of 
Recipe Endorsement by Better Homes & 
Gardens for her recipe, “ Delicious Dessert.” 

Mrs. Henry’s endorsed recipe follows: 

Deticious Dessert 

This dessert was concocted in an emer- 
gency. Unexpected guests arrived, and I had 
no dessert for dinner. 

Make a pint of junket by the following 
recipe: Place 1 junket tablet and 1 table- 
spoonful of cold water in a cup. Crush the 
tablet and dissolve thoroughly. Mix 1 pint 
of whole milk, 3 tablespoonfuls of sugar and 
1 teaspoonful of vanilla. Warm the milk 
slowly until lukewarm (110 degrees). Remove 
from the stove, add the dissolved junket 
tablet and stir for a few seconds, Pour at once 
into dessert glasses and let stand at room 
temperature undisturbed until firm, about 
ten minutes. When set, store in a cool place 
until chilled. (I did not have time for the 
junket to chill thoroughly.) I added 1 table 
spoonful of cold maple syrup to each serving, 
and top generously with sweetened whipped 
cream. If maple syrup is not available, brown 
sugar syrup may le used. This dessert 
mystifies the most critical guest, and has 
proved a general favorite.

Be Included 


To Hold Hearing 
on Liquor Licenses 


A hearing will be held by the selectmen on 
December 24 on the awarding of liquor 
licenses for 1935. The list of applicants ap- 
pears on page three in a legal notice. 

The selectmen have issued a new set of 
rules and regulations. They provide for the 
maintenance of clean and sanitary conditions 
and also deal in part with the liquor licensees 
more particularly. 

The regulations follow: 

All licensed Inn holders and all licensed 
Common Victuallers must have two toilets; 
1 gents, 1 ladies and so designated including 
lavatories. 

All entrances to toilets and lavatories must 
be from a hallway or vestibule. 

All entrances under no circumstances are 
to be from the culinary or service depart- 
ments, 

No licensed Inn holder or licensed Common 
Victualler shall allow a waste food receptacle 
to remain uncovered at any time. 

The license of an Inn holder or Common 
Victualler will be revoked if the premises are 
not kept in a clean and sanicary condition 
satisfactory to the licensing authorities. 

The license of an Inn holder or Common 
Victualler will be revoked for any violation 
of the liquor laws. No licensed Inn holder or 
licensed Common Victualler holding a liquor 
license to serve alcoholic beverages on the 
premises is to have in his possession or on his 
premises a container of less than 1-5 gallon 
capacity containing a beverage with an 
alcoholic content greater than 20 percent by 
volume. 

No licensed Inn holder or licensed Common 
Victualler shall display a projecting or over- 
hanging sign advertising an alcoholic bever- 
age. 

The license of any licensee, who, in the 
conduct of his licensed business, commits or 
permits any violation or infraction of an 
regulations of the licensing authorities, shall 
be subject to modifications, suspensions, 
cancellations, revocation or forfeiture within 
the powers of the licensing authorities. 

The above rules and regulations are to be 
effective January Ist, 1935.
